coufin Ferdinand archduke of Gratz king of Bohemia for 
that end, 140. Threatens the Bohemian proteftants, which 
they defpifing, are fuccefsful againft him in Bohemia, and 
take Pilfen under the conduit of the famous count Manf* 
field, 141. His death, 142. 

MAURICE, prince, general of the ftates, his fuccefles againft 
the Spaniards, ix. 325, 326. Reduces Groningen, 327, 
His farther fuccefles, 330. The ftates becoming jealous of 
him, ordered him to attack Mendoza, which he is obliged 
to comply with ineffectually, 333. Gains the battle of 
Newport, and takes the Spanifh generals prifoners, 335. 
Proofs of his amiable difpofition, ibid. Is diftreffed by the 
injudicious orders of the ftates, but gains notwithftanding 
fome advantages over the Spaniards, whofe army mutinies, 
337. Takes Sluys, and gains great honour thereby, 338. 
Prize of war difputed between him and Spinola, the cele¬ 
brated Spanifli general, 340, 341.

Joins in a confederacy with the Italians 
againft Charles king of France, who defeats the allies, 80.

The Swifs enter into 
an alliance with Lewis againft him, and defeat his army, 
ibid. Is chofen umpire to fettle the differences between 
Sweden and Denmark on account of Lubeck and the Hanfe 
Towns, and heads the princes of the empire to quell an 
infurrection of the Germans, 84.
